He died two y ears ago, b ut he 
Is still much alive in the thought* 
of his actress daughter. 
“ Many people didn’t know it. 
b ut father also was very active as

hart, currently starring

y oung mother in the TV network, 
“ Lassie.”

songs, 
among them ‘The World 
Is Watt­ 
ing for the Sunrise.’ 
“ Father was a very versatile, 
talented and kind man 
He was 
a doer and a giver, and he gave 
more of that thing that is most 
precious to all of us—time. 
“ When he was y oung and poor 
he didn’t even have an overcoat. 
My mother, who was also in the 
theater, noticed this and sent him 
one and I guess that’s how she 
got him 
“ Father, as he grew older, was 
a very devout man. He helped 


many pe o pl e 
come 
into the 
church He was a very dedicated 
man—dedicated to his fellow hu­ 
man b eings. He used to spend 
hours every day helping people 
with their prob lems. 
“ He had tremendous drive and 
a great capacity for work 
After 
a long day at the studio, he would 
write most of the night on play s, 
sketches, songs, letters to people 
in troub le. He never sloughed off 
a job , no matter how small 
“ In the household he was b oss 
There was no doub t of that. But 
he had great humor.

ing; others were sustaining, that 
is, the network carried them as 
a pub lic service.

into the revenue of commercial 
radio, b ut even more significant 
was the corrosion of programs 
on radio. The great stars all pre­ 
ferred teievis*on not only b e­ 
cause it b rought them b efore Ult 
pub lic live But also b ecause of 
the enormous pay ments which 
sponsors w*ere willing to 
make 
for time and artists 
The first 
important figure on television, 
Milton Eerie, set a pace which 
only a few followed, b ut lie did 
create a new market for actors’ 
wares which neither Holly wood 
nor Broadway could meet. 
Neither Holly wood nor radio 
could, 
at 
first, 
compole 
with 
television 
Holly wood 
suffered 
severely from 
two 
shocks 
at 
ab out the 
time that 
television 
appeared: one, the separation of 
the theaters from the producing 
companies which was an extra­ 
ordinarily u n s o u n d economic 
measure and nearly b ankrupted 
the industry , and two, the pub lic 
resistance lo the employ ment of 
Communist* 
and 
fellow-travel­ 
lers in motion 
pictures. 
Radio 
auffered b ecause it was denud­ 
ed of artists and stars who were 
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at the 
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pumped 
willy -nilly 
I n t o tole 
vision. 
Motion pictures recovered to 
an exlent b y prmtucing b e t t e r 
pictures and b ecause teen agers 
like to sit holding hinds, etc., 
away from the chaperonage 
of 
their parent*. The movie house 
is the teen agers chih where ro­ 
mance may he Marted hut can 
never go too far 
At any rate. while many adults 
found it 
convenient to sit 
at 
home, watching television, eat­ 
ing indigestib ly , and reminiscing 
a twilit the good, old day s, y oung 
people preferred 
m o vi e s and 
that industry did not go to the 
dogs Also, numerous economies 
were introduced which need not 
b e discussed here. 
Radio also recovered- First of 
all. radio remained in the auto­

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Supple­ 
mental unemploy ment b enefit leg­ 
islation is ab out to b oil over again 
this time in the Ohio House. 
Memb ers concede that taxes and 
b allots largely fuel the rich politi­ 
cal pot, b ut they usually give oth­ 
er reasons in support of their ar­ 
guments for and against the SUB 
issue. 
Democrats, who smashed their 
way to control of the state admin­ 
istration and Legislature with the 
help 
of organized 
lab or, 
stand 
committed 
to 
changes

laws to cure defects in most SUB 
contracts. 
Party leaders have their ey es 
on next y ear, when all seats in the 
House and half of those in the 
Senate are up for election.

New Industrial Tax Unlikely 


Following a ruling that the states can 
tax proportionately the income of out-of­ 
state corporations derived f r o m sales 
within the state, the United States Su­ 
preme Court has broadened the decision to 
give the states power to apply the tax even 
if the corporations have no offices within 
the state. 
Minnesota and Georgia levy such taxes 
now and other states are considering them 
as the search for additional revenues pro­ 
ceeds almost everywhere. 
The Supreme Court’s decision sets aside 
precedent, Previous court decisions had 
held that out-of-state profits were exempt 
from state taxation because it would con­ 
stitute an unreasonable burden on inter­ 


state commerce. 
This new interpretation now presents to 


all states the temptation to tap u ie profits 


of outside corporations. But it is not so 


c ertuin that there would be any gam. Busi­ 


ness and industry pass their taxes, wher­ 
ever possible, to the ultimate consumer rn 
the form of higher prices for goods and 
services. 


lf the additional tax on business were 
enacted, it is questionable w hether the citi­ 
zen would gain in the w av of lower taxes, 
present or future This would he m erely | 
another hidden tax. 
With m o te than 3,000 co m m u n ities in all 
the 'to te s now competing, in an intensive J 
ca m p a ig n to attract indu dries, it is safe to 
predict that most of them will go slow in 
urging their states to apply a tax that in- i 
(instr\ will rate as unfriendly.

Against such com m unist activities as 
dum ping of a lu m in u m and other metals on 
the world m a r k e ts American companies 
are at a decided disadvantage. It would be 
helpful if these corporations were allowed 
to organize foreign operations without, for 
example, being encumbered with the reg­ 
ular 52 per cent corporate tax.
